All the Vanderbilt Lines Involved
—The Action Taken Beecause
of Knights o«f Labor Dis-
charges — The ( fii-
cials Will Fight.

New York, August 9.—The rumb-
lings of an expected storm among the
thvusands of employes of the New
York Central and Vanderbilt lines,
owing to the discharge of Knighis of
Labor and Brotherhood men, broke
like a flash from a clear sky shortly
after 7 o'clock last night. All
length of the Cen:ral was tied up.
Traios were le't by the crews where
they stood when the order came. 1 wo
passenger trains were left at Eightv-
sixth street in the tuvnel, ove giing
iu each direction. The intest report
is that the West Shore rai‘road is tied
up throughout its length, as well us
the New %'ork snd New Haven rail-
road. Great throngs of people are
crowded into the Grand Central depot
trying to bave tickets changed and
asking all manner of questions. No
one seemed to know how it was or
who ordered the strike. Even J. J.
Holland, the labor leader, denied that
he knew who ordered it, or even that
it was ordered.

THE COMPANY WILL FIGHT.

Vice Pre-ident Webh, of the New
Yerk Central, on being interviewed
oy a reporter, said that the strike ex-
tended only to We:t Albany, Al
men who went out from the employ
of the road, he said, would be prompt-
ly diskharged in the morning. Those
men who remained true to the com-
psny would be well taken care of and
receive pro e:tion as well as #ll the
men who came to work for the road.
The 10ad would tikson all gond men
who applied for work in the morning,
as 'ar us they were needed to fill the
places of the deserte's, and they
would be ygusrsnterd againet all
harm as well.

His spirit
was rcleased by the first shock, and it
was present in the execution room in a
desembodied state when the burning,
about which so much has been said,
occurred, and when the doctors were
crying out for a second and third
current uoder the idea that he was
not yet dead.
